^^^j  he  year  1989-1990  will  not  go  down  in 
/  a  history  as  a  particularly  revolutionary 
year,  father,  it  will  be  remembered  as 
the  year  when  people  around  the  world  began 
thinking  and  looking  at  themselves  and  their 
world  a  little  differently.  Che  decade  of  the 
eighties  has  been  labeled  the  "me"  years.  Che 
last  year  of  the  decade,  1989-1990,  however, 
deviated  from  that  generality.  It  was  the  begin- 
ning of  a  trend,  a  mentality,  of  global  awareness. 
It  was  the  beginning  of  the  "us"  generation. 

CDany  people  have  seen,  or  lived  through,  the 
sixties.  It  was  a  time  of  turbulence  and  turmoil. 
Che  year  of  1989-1990  saw  some  of  that  tense- 
ness resurface.  'People  became  aware  of  massive 
problems  in  almost  every  aspect  of  life.  'Drugs 
and  garbage  were  plaguing  the  shores  of  our 
nations,  forests  were  disappearing,  fish  were 
dying.  Conflicts  were  abundant  in  £atin  America 
and  China.  'People  began  to  feel  that  there  was 
something  seriously  wrong  with  our  world. 
Chey  became  mad  and  demanded  changes.  Chey 
began  to  listen  to  experts,  like  Greenpeace,  to 
discover  how  to  shrink  the  Ozone  hole,  help 
world  hunger,  and  save  endangered  species. 

Che  ranks  of  the  ordinary  man  were  swelled 
by  the  recruitment  of  celebrities.  CDany  celebri- 
ties lent  their  name  and  support  to  foster  world 
recognition  of  various  problems.  Commercials 
about  the  shrinkage  of  the  'Brazilian  rain  forest 
were  seen  on  CDCO.  Banquets,  concerts,  and 
fund  raisers  were  used  as  vehicles  to  enhance 
public  awareness  of  homelessness  and  animal 
rights.  Celebrity  involvement  helped  popularize 
obscure  issues  while  emphasizing  the  impor- 
tance of  well-know  programs. 

Chis  surge  toward  improvement  began  to  be 
noticeable  in  areas  of  everyday  life.  Goods  were 
boycotted  at  supermarkets  and  fast  food  restau- 
rants for  being  "non-environmental  friendly." 
George  'Bush  pledged  to  be  the  education  and 


environmental  president.  Communist  dictator- 
ships throughout  Eastern  Europe  disintegrated 
when  faced  by  hoards  of  citizens  clamoring  for 
democracy. 

CDany  positive  events  occurred  in  1989-1990. 
Vet  it  would  be  folly  to  suggest  that  only  posi- 
tive changes  took  place.  Che  conservative  "Hea- 
gan"  packed  Supreme  Court  began  to  demolish 
many  of  the  civil  and  women's  rights  laws  that 
had  been  enacted  in  the  late  1960 's  and  early 
1970 's.  Che  United  States  was  still  billions  of 
dollars  in  debt  and  Congress  and  the  'President 
seemed  to  think  a  flag  burning  Amendment 
should  take  precedence  over  deficit  reduction 
negotiations.  'Politics  was  beginning  to  center  on 
one  key  issue;  one  that  taints  every  aspect  of  our 
society,  abortion. 

•Rallies  and  marches  were  held  to  support 
various  opinions  on  this  heated  issue.  One  would 
have  thought  one  had  stepped  back  in  time  to 
the  late  1960 's.  It  is  unwise,  however,  to  assume 
that  1989-1990  was  merely  a  photocopy  of  the 
1960 's.  It  was  not  a  mirror  reflection  of  the  year 
1969.  Similarities,  however,  can  be  seen  between 
the  two  years.  Che  most  important  and  dramat- 
ic of  them  being  involvement.  'People  actually 
began  to  care  about  the  world  around  them  and 
they  began  to  do  something  about  it. 

tOhile  there  was  one  central  issue  in  the 
1960 's,  the  Uietnam  lOar,  there  was  no  main 
problem  felt  throughout  the  world  in  1989- 
1990.  CDany  varied  disputes  harassed  people's 
consciences  and  forced  them  to  act.  Che  last 
year  of  the  eighties  decade  was  a  testing  ground. 
A  time  to  see  what  tactics  worked  best  to  solve 
the  many  problems  that  are  a  part  of  our  world. 
Che  lessons  that  have  been  learned  this  past 
year  must  be  put  to  use  if  the  year  of  1989-1990 
is  to  have  any  meaning  at  all.
